A NEW METHOD OF ATTACKING 
GREAT WAR VESSELS. 
—- 

Daitle Ships Will be Rendered 


pleas in 


Recently \ ade tn Ragland, 


Experiments just concluded at Wool- 
| wich have demonstrated that by a new 
method of artiilery attack the strong- 
est battie ship which was ever built 
| may be rendered absolutely helpless 
| within a few minutes. This may be 
| done without the siightest danger to 
the men who man the great guns which 
perform this task, ‘The new method | 
is known as high angie firing. 

The one experiment which demon- 
strated the fact cited beyond ques- 
tion was conducted with a wire-wound | 
plece of service ordnance of 9.2 inches 
caliber, weighing 19 tons, and which 
Was on an expanding mounting placed 
for high-angle tirtng. The gun uti- 
lized was one of great power, range 
and penetration. In the series of trials 
of the gun the projectiies fired were 
Palliser shot, weighing 682 peunds each, 
and requiring for discharge an indi- 
vidual charge of 270 pounds of powder. 
The gun wus fixed at various angles 
of elevation, the maximum range ob- 
tained not being less than 12 miles. | 
The elevation was then 10 degrees. 

Those who had churge of the experi- 
ments carefully calculated the speed of 
the projectite, and determined that the 
extreme height obtained by it was in 
the vicinity of 16,000 feet, or about 9 
miles, ‘The time occupied by the entire 
fiight was 

EXACTLY ONE MINUTE. 


The result is regarded as one of the 
greatest achievements of modern gun- 
nery. ‘The power of great range and 
exceeding penetration which the pro- 
jectile undoubtedly possesses under the 
circumstances described are unques-| 
tionably dup to the wire-winding sys- 
tem, which gives high resistance pow- 
ers to the gums, and thus enabies 
heavier charges to be used. The gun 
whieh will in general be used upon 
the coast of Britain weighs 27 tons, 
and has a mugzie energy of 19,200 foot 
tons. H

It is a very small} 
percentage of the recoil which can be, 
safely figured upon by those who man 
the gums in fortifications. 

Therefore, it can be seen that the} 
great advantage of high-angie fire from , 
guns on shore is (that they can be. 
mounted behind earthworks or parapets 
entirely concealed from view, so that,

A greater por- 
tion of the French Canadians who 
came West at that time went to work 
in the logging camps of Mason coun- 
ty, which borders’ on the upper end 
of Puget Sound. All of them did well 
in Mason county. Some, after a few 
years, operated lumber camps of their 
own, but the majority worked for 
wages during the logging season and 
spent what they made in the saloons 
of Shelton, the biggest town in the 
county.

And, again, 
“Of the solids composing the nervous sub- 
stance more than ono-half in tho gray and 
one-fourth in the white consist of proteld 
or albuminous bodies."’ The foods that 
are best calculated to nourish the brain, 
thon, are those containing a large amount 
of protein or albumen, rather than fats, 
carbohydrates or minerals, the three other 
important constituents of foods. But in 
many homes, as well in those of tho ricoh 
os of the poor, the children’s dictaries con- 
tain comparatively little albuminous food.

haps tho deadest of all nayal rogula- 
tions, It is impossible of enforcement, 
If it wore enforced to tho lotter, protty 
nearly all hands among the men for- 
ward would be in tho ‘‘brig’’ from ono 
year’s end to tho other, Fighting is 
practically a necessary evil among men 
who wear their country’s uniform for 
a livelihood. Officers of experience 
blink at ‘it. They know the bad, con- 
taminating results of bitterness between 
n pair of bluejackets under the forecas- 
tle. They have learned that it is better 
tho thing should be fought out and done 
with than that dozens of men should be 
drawn into o quarrel that fosters and 
grows unless the hoad of it is broken 
by a decisive battle between tho two men 
who have been snarling at each othor. 
People who have made ocean voyages 
often dwell upon the weariness which 
has overcome them at the sight of their 


"4 fellow voyagers’ countenances toward 


the end of a passage. This is a fecling 
which is aggravated’ a thousandfold 
amid the mncomfortable surroundings of 
a war vessel’s forecastle, the hundreds 
of occupants of which are obliged to be 
constantly together for from one to 
three years. Each man becomes thor- 
oughly aware of all his mates’ little 
characteristics, and after awhilo, wheth- 
er these characteristics are good or bad, 
they jar upon him, if only on account 
of theirmonotony. Thus friction is gen- 
erated, and it is for this reason that the 
crow of a man-of-;was just returned to 
tho United States after a three years’ 
eruiso in foreign waters-is generally 
such a sour looking lot, even as concerns 
tho officers aft, who become quite as 
sick of each other as do the men for- 
ward. 

Hardly a day passes that thero is not 
at least one scrap on board most men- 
of-wwar, with the promise of a heavier 
battle to follow. A bluejacket seats 
himself on another's ditty -box, and, on 
being roughly ordered by the box’s 

owner to yacate, he refuses and con- 
signs the owner to a much less moist 
place than Davy Jones’ locker. The 
men come together, two or three blows 
are exchanged, and then, as by common 
consent, each man draws away, both 
feeling that the ‘‘jimmy legs’’ (i. e., 
the master at arms) is not far distant 
‘and neither caring fora trick in the 
“*brig.’’? Having thus become involved 
in the minor fistic argument of the 
deck, the two bluejackets are looked to 
by the entire ship’s company to bring 
their affair to a satisfactory conclusion. 
The mere exchange of growls between 
the two men doesn’t go. ‘Pipe down 
there, ye men-of-war chaws, and settle 
the thing right,’’ is the general remark 
hurled at them by all hands when they 
meet in mere contests of cuss words, 
and tho sailor who is cansidered to be 
tho aggrieved man is watched carefully 
to seo if he makes any preliminary 
moyes toward arranging aregular fight. 
He almost always doos. 

Nearly all the regular fights between 
bluejackets aboard ship are pulled off 
down below in one of the firerooms or 
in an empty bunker. The empty bunker 
is preferred on account of its greater 
isolation. When a fight is to come off 
between two bluejackets below, all 
hands know all about it, often includ- 
ing tho master at arms himself, but 
very fow of the men, unless they are 
intimates of the combatants, expect in- 
vitations to the fray. There isnot room 
in a bunker for more than half a dozen 
friends of each man, and eyen with this 
number the space is rather contracted. 

With a second each and a referee 
agreed upon by both, the men, stripped 

naked to the waist, go at it. The fights 
are not of the rough and tumble order. 
The men fight according to regular 
prize ring rules, and their shipmates 
are present to see that the rules are 
complied with. As many as 50 rounds 
aro sometimes fought. Ordinarily one 
of the men goes under by the time the 
teuth round is called. If the men aro 
unequally matched and one of them is 
getting palpably the worst of it, all 
hands in the bunker agree that the 
thing should stop, aud it does stop. If 
the contestants are about of a sort, the 
fight is carried on to the end, until a 
knockout blow is planted by one of 
them or both are too weak to go on. 

At the conclusion of the fight the on- 

lookers quietly depart from tho bunker 

and ascend to the deck by different en- 
gine room ladders, so as not to attract 
the attention of the oflicer of the deck. 
Both men generally get pretty thor- 
oughly mauled and bruised up in the-e 
bunker fights, and when the battle is 
over they jump into their uniforms and 
repair to the sick bay to got themselves 
patched up with arnica, court plaster, 
ete. Tho surgeon knows at a glanco 
what ails them, but for the sake of 
form he asks them what the trouble is. 

They have both fallen down a ladder, 

Both at the same time? No, sir; they 

fell down different ladders, ‘*That’s cu- 

rious!’’ murmurs the surgeon, with a

ENGLISH INNKEEPERS, 


Baid to Bo Mainly Boora Who Treat Pa- 
trons as Intrudors. 

If your pocketbook «allows or fate or 
tho desire to see the country compels 
you to remain in England, there are 
parts where you can ride on your wheel 
» | with groat satisfaction and at great ox- 
pense, Nothing could be more beantiful 
than the midlands, lovelier than the 
counties that surround London, but 
westward go no farther than Bristol or 
Truro, northward than Chester, avoid- 
ing Manchester—that is, unless you 
mean to go still farther north into Scot- 
land, which at times will repay your 
enterprise. The southwest is largely to 
bo avoided. Cornwall and Devon have 
the worst roads in civilized Europe—in 
fact, the roads and inns explain that 

the country is not and never has been 
civilized. In the inns you are often 
treated as an intruder, and sometimes 
cheated in a fashion that would bring 
a blush to the cheek of a Swiss landlord, 
for the emptiness of the larder the bill 
males up in lavishness. There is hard- 
ly anything to eat save cream, but for 
that and salt bacon and ancient eggs 
you aro asked to psy as much as for a 
good dinner at the Cafe Royal, The inn- 
keepers are mainly boors. , 

As for the roads, they go straight to 
the top of nll the hills, as uncompro- 
misingly asthe roads of Bohemia, then 
drop down the other side and are unrid- 
able in both directions. When not 
climbing precipitately, they lie buried 
at the bottom of a ditch. They are 
shadeless and uninteresting, rarely ap- 
proiching the seacoast or passing near 
anything that is worth looking at, and 
yet we know Englishmen who are pro- 
foundly impressed with the belief that 
they are the best in England, and there- 
foro in the world. The roads, inns and 
innkeepers of Scotland are in every way 
better, but tho fact that the average 
Briton spends his holiday on the conti- 
nent when he can proyes not only that 
he wants to get there, but also that he 
is driven from his own country by the 
shortsightedness of tho people who keep 
its inns and look after its reads.

ANCIENT MEDICAL METHODS 


Whe Manner of Doctors’ Consultations In 
the Fourteenth Century, 

Coming to Mondeville’s exposition of 
tho method of holding a discussion, we 
find his description almost a story of 
what might take place today. ‘‘First,’’ 
ho says, ‘‘we should inquire into the 
nature of the disease, examining care- 
fully and fecling, because the diagnosis 
is made by touching with the hand and 
observing with the eye. All the consult- 
ants engago in turn in tho examination. 
Then, if the case demands it, they make 
a@ new examination all together, point- 
ing out to ono another the symptoms of 
disease and tho special or remarkablo 
features cither in the patient or the dis- 
ease. Then one of them, tha highest in 
rank, says to the patient, ‘Sir, we per- 
ceive véry clearly what is the matter 
with you, and you ought to have full 
confidence in us and be glad that there 
are so many of us here and such doctors— 
enough for a king—and to believe that 
the youngest of us is competent to pre- 
scribe and carry on your treatment and 
bring it to a good result.’ Then he in- 
terrogates the patient about the circum- 
stances of his attack, ‘Sir, do not be 
displeased or take it ill, but when did 
your illness begin?’ following this with 
many other questions, the answers to 
which are recorded as indications fur- 
nished by the patient. 

“When all the questions called for 
by the case have been asked, the con- 
sultants retire to another room, where 
they will be alone, for in all consulta- 
tions tho masters dispute with one an- 
other in order the better to discuss the 
truth, and sometimes they come to a 
pass in tho heat of discussion which 
would cause strangers witnessing their 
proceeding to suppose there were discord 
and strife among them.

NOSEBLEED. 


What It Is That Causes It and Mow It 
Should Bo Remedied, 
Pliny regarded nosobleed as one of the 
Alstinotive characteristics of the baumuan 
race, for he said that ‘‘man ja the only 
croature from whom blood flows at the 
nostrils,"’ and, properly understood, he 
was right. Of course blood will flow from 
apy port of any animal when the artorics 
or yeing of that part are opened, but it is a 
fact that nosebleed, ocourring without any 
opparont cause, is seldom, if ever, scen in 
animals. ‘Lhe reason for this human pe: 
oullarity ie that the mombrane lining the 
hostrils in man is especially full of blood 
voesels, the walls of which are weak and 
easily ruptured by slight causes. 

It 1s usually very casy to recognize nore- 
bleed, but sometimes the blood flows back- 
ward into tho throat and thon js coughed 
up or yomited and may be thought to 
come from o hemorrhage of the lungs or 
stomach, nnd 60 causo much needless 
alarm. 

Asa rule, nosebleed is o thing of slight 
importance and stops of Steelf after a little 
while, but the blood may escapo in such 
quantity or the bleeding may continue so 
long that the patient Is greatly weakened. 
When occurring in children, it has ordi: 
narily wo significance, though this is not 
alway? 'to be taken for granted, butin o!d- 
er persons it may bon symptom of some 
other illness, such as the beginning of ty- 
phold foyer or a trouble of the liver or 
heart. 

Nosebleed is one of the common mani- 
festations of that curious condition in 
which there is a tendency to severe homor- 
rhage after any slight injury or even with- 
out ony cause that can be discoyercd. 
Children with this predisposition, aften 
called ‘‘bleeders,’’ suffer from frequent 
ond uncontrollable attacks of noschleed 
and somotinies dio in one of them in spite 
of oll efforts to control the hemorrhage. 

Ordinarily thore is little to be done, for 
the bleeding usually stops of itself. The 
child should be made to sit*quietly ina 
chair with tho head only slightly inclined 
forward, just enough to let the drops fall 
olear of the lips into a basin. All clothing 
should be loosened abont the neck. Ice 
may bo applied to tho back of the neck, or 
ico water nny be dashed into the face or 

made to trickle down the back. 

It is useful also to Insert n little picce 
of ice into the bleeding nostril—sometimes 
the effeot is better if tho ice is put into the 
other nostril—and retuin it there fora mo-

Ina paper entitled “How to Get and 
Hold Customers,’’ read by 8S. Bricker of 
Listowell, Ont., ut the annual meeting of 
the Ontario Hardware association, ho said: 

‘The business man who looks atdeliver- 
ing his goods and getting his money as 
the only thing which is related to each 
transaction has a very important lesson to 

learn. No doubt thero are sone who differ 
with mo in this particular and say: Busi- 
ness is business, and friendship forms no 
part of it. Admitting that itis all busi- 
ness and that the customer gets yalue 
equal to his money, his futuro patronege is 
nevertheless to bo considered and solicited 
apart from his money. Between the two 
we may not be able to make the distinc- 
tion very quickly, but there is a distinc- 
tion novertheless, and he who has careful- 
ly studied the philosophy of trade can 
readily define it. 

“A oustomer's money is only a ywatter 
of the moment and has roference to a par- 
ticular transaction. His patronage, his 
good will, his influence, however, are of 
paramount importance, for which we 
should be willing to forego very much that 
be may be retained with the house. A 
customer who buys but one bill is not 
profitable except to the extent of his pur 
chase. When we get a chanco to sell toa 
party one bill, weare in duty bound to 
our business to treat him so well that 
when ho leaves us he will say, ‘When I ro- 
quire anything more in this line, I will 
buy it from this man.’ Since we aro s0 
inevitably dependent upon each other and 
necessurily helpers of cach other, it would 
bo very unwise and almost certain ruin 
for o merchant to establish tho rule that he 
will do just as ho pleases and not solicit 
the good will or fuyor of any one. Ability 
to satisfy a customer with your goods will 
Induce him to buy. Politeness and honest 
trentment will Induce him to buy again."’

now a new device has been adopted, 
and gAl obstacles to speedy burials have 
been removed. 

The officers of the British steamer 
Niger which arrived at.Liverpoola few 
days ago, bear testimony to the effi- 
oacy of this device. The steamer left 
Fernando Po on July 19, and at’ that 
time the Cuban and Philippine exiles 
were dying so rapidly that coffins 
could not be obtained in which to 
bury them. Thereupon the authori- 
ties put their heads together and 
promptly decided to construct some 
coffins on an entirely new plan. The 
bottoms of the coffins were fitted 
with hinges, and when the bodies were 
placed in them and lowered into the 
earth certain ropes were deftly mani- 
pulated, whereupon the bottoms open- 
ed and the bodies dropped into the 
graves. One set of corpses being thus 
disposed of, another set was placed in 
the same coffins and dropped into 
graves in the same inhuman manner. 
Truly an economical method of bury- 
ing the dead! : 


. UNDER BRITISH RULE. 


This deadly island is on the west 
coast of Africa, in the Bight of Bisfra, 
which is at the extreme end of the 
Gulf of Guinea. It is about forty-five 
miles distant from the mainland, and 
its highest point isa little over eleven 
thousand feet. It is of volcanic origin, 
as are the neighboring Prince’s and 
St. Thomas islands. ‘The Portuguese 
discovered it in 1471, and ceded it’ to 
Spain in 1778. ‘The first European 
settlement, however, was not made 
until 1827. In that year the English, 
unaware of the fact that the Spanish 
gévernment had right of possession, es- 
tablished a coaling station there for 
the benefit of the war steamers engag- 
ed in preventing the slave trade in 
the Bight of Bisfra. The settlement 
was called Clarence, and the inhabit- 
ants were liberated slaves, who had 
been captured from elavers, as well 
as those who were brought from Sierra! 
Leone. A few traders also made 
their headquarters there. Clarence 
being an excellent port for shipping 
palm oil, as the water was deep | 
und sheltered from tornadoes, One of 
these traders was named Governor by 
the English. 

The freed slaves, in number about 
one thousand, suffered much from ill- 
ness, but still managed to plant or- 
ange, lemon, and ‘other fruit trees, 
which were imported from the West 
Indies, and they made a living by 
selling the fruit to the men-o'-war, 
Bananas, pineapples, sweet © potatoes, 
ground nuts, and yams were also 
grown, and found a ready sale. Ina 
word, the negroes were fairly prosper- 
ous until 1859, when tha Spanish au- 
thorities took possession of the island. 
They imported to Wernando Po a 
Spanish Governor, a troop of soldiers, 
as well as many monks and sisters of 


various orders. Of the latter 
died within a short time, and 


many 
the 


he had remained there more than afew 
months. Whe soldiers suffered like the 
rest, and many perished Gane) the 
first year. As for the liberated Afri- 
cans, who had been Christianized by 
Protestant missionaries, they were for- 
bidden to meet in their church, 
but were allowed to retain their 
Bibles and to hold religious services 
in their huts. 


CONVICTS CRUELLY TREATED, 


Spain’s object in taking possession of 
Fernando Po was to make it a penal 
station, and she soon nad gangs ol con- 
victs there, making roads, cutting 
trees, and otherwise employed in im- 

roving the godforsaken place. Merci- 
easly she treated these unfortunate be- 
ings, forcing them to work all day 
under the hot sun, and caring noth- 
ing for them when illness struck them 
down. ‘To-day her policy is the same. 
She does not work the convicts as here- 
tofore—work, it seems, being at pres- 
ent one of the penalties for misconduct 
but she lets them die by scores. More

Excention of ©, + Cota, a Mextenan Officer 
for Insubordination, 

Capt. Cota, of the Twelfth Mexican 
Infantry, was some time since condemn- 
ed to death for insubordination for the 
killing of o major of his regiment in 
Sonora during the Yaqui rebellion, 
Saturday morning he was shot in the 
city of Mexico a little after six o'clock. 
Detachments from all the garrisons 
were present, about 1,500 men being 
drawn up on three sides of the square. 
By a quarter to six all was ready, and 
a carriage containing Capt. Cota and 
three friends, guarded by soldiers, drew 
up. 

At the further end of the square, 
opposite theeastern mound, in front 
of which the execution was to take 
place, the coach stopped and the con- 
demned man alighted. He was im- 
mediately conducted to the place of ex- 
ecution by a picket of infantry. 

They advanced to the fatal spot at a 
quick-step, and among them were none 
who walked with amore martial air 
than Capt. Cotu. His nerye was indo- 
mitable and his courage superb. No 
officer at a royal review, marching at 
the head of his men and passing the 
saluting post, could have carried a 
more martial bearing than did this man 
as he went forth to meet his death. 
His appearance was trim and clean, 
even to fastidiousness. 

As he advanced down the length of 
the square, a distance of at least 100 


yards, he was quietly puffing at a 
cigaret, and when the squad halted he 
walked deliberately to the position as- 
signed to him. Not even there did his 
courage forsake him, for when the of- 
ficer strode toward him, bandage in 
hand, with the intention of blindfold- 
ing him, Capt. Cota at once motioned 
him away, declaring that he was not 
afraid to face the rifles with his eyes 
open. Not even as the officer in charge 
of the firing party took his place, and 
with his sword motioned the orders 
to the men. ‘ Ready—Present—Fire |” 
not even eer this trying period was 
there the least trace of fear on the con- 
demned man. 

He faced the guns at the attention, 
and fell as became a soldier. At the 
first discharge he dropped dead. There 
was no movement of the body as it 
lay bleeding on the ground. Where it 
fell it lay until the coup de grace was 
finally given by the sergeant of the 
squad to the prostrate form. He was 
25 years old.

The recent death from an overdose 
of ether of the celebrated Dr, Luys 
of Paris, has brought once more into 
prominence the question of etheroma 
nia. A few years ago this vice was 
limited to England, but now it has 
reached the Continent. The ether hab- 
it, more refined, perhaps that the pas- 
sion for alcohol, is beginning to make 
many victims. We can count by hun- 
dreds the people who take ether every 
day. They mix it with alcohol, and 
in that way obtain a drink that intox- 
icates rapidly. (he confirmed ether 
drinkers take it in its purity, and in 
ordinary doses of from eight to fifteen 
grammes, The beginners take water 
before and after their ether but the 
hard drinkers neglect this precaution 
which diminishes the burning sensation 
in the stomach. ‘There aro some ether 
drinkers who take 150 grammes at a 
time. 

Drunkenners comes on rapidly, and 
also passes away in a comparatively 
short time. The first symptom is vio- 
lent excitement with abundant sali- 
vation. Sometimes epileptiform  con-

It leads to insanity and death, and soon 
brings about marked changes in the 
temper and in the health of the ether 
omaniac. Take this portrait of the eth- 
er drinker and you will find serious 
motives, for avoiding the drug: "The 
ether drunkard is quarrelsome and un- 
truthful. His condition of mind re- 
sembles that of people afflicted with 
certain nervous diseases. He suffers 
from gastric troubles and nervous pros- 
tration, He becomes the slave of his 
pa:sion like the opium smoker; andt he 
cures of the passion are rare. It is im- 
po:sible to save a person afflicted with 
this malady, except on the condition of 
his renouncing completely the ether 
habit, and this seldom happens. As a 
rule, an etheromaniac is never cured, 
PxcepY by the impossibility of satisfy- 
{ng his passion, There is no other re- 
medy but confinement and the closest 
@uarding at all times.” 

Like the morphinomaniacs, the slaves 
of ether may become addicted to their 
vice after certain maladies. Sometimes 
when a patient suffers from headache 
a handkerchief steeped in ether is put 
under his noge. Relief comes quickly, 
and he inhales the drug with delight, 
After a few inhalations great fresh- 
ness in the face and respiratory organs 
is felt. The dose is doubled in order tg 
double the agreeable sensation, with 
the result that a delicious ecstacy is 
experienced, and gradually the habit 
is acquired and continues until at last 
on overdose results in death. 

The origin of this singular vice is ob- 
scure, Some say that the Irish pea- 
sants began to drink ether in 1840, at 
the time when Father Matthew was 
preaching the crusade against alcohol.

The symptoms as a rule, are very like 
those of an ordinary cold in the head, 
but generally complaint is made of & 
much severer headache and far great- 
er discomfort, as well as a distressing 
cough. The noctrila pour out a pro- 
fuse, watery secretion, and the eye- 
lids nose and cheeks become swollen, 
sothat the sufferer has the appearance | 
ofone who has been weeping. Violent 
prolonged aad frequently repeated at- 
tacks of sneezing are not unusual and 
taste and smell are for the time being 
suspended. 

These symptoms may last for days 
or weeks, or go long as the exciting 
cause—the pollen—isin the atmosphere. 
A bright, sunny day frequently ag- 
Gravates the suffering whereas awoet 
day brings comfort, the source of the 
peculiar irritation being laid by the 
rain. 

The treatment of hay-fever is three- 
fold—climatic, local and constitutional. 

Immediate relief from an attack Is 
obtained by aresidence in a high, 
Mountainous region. In agricultural 
districts the disease is usually aggra- 
vated, and sea air frequently affords 
but partial relief.

The rule is to wear the weakest 
glacees which have made work easy at 
the accustomed distance, and if pro- 
per gases are secured as soon as they 
are needed, there should ordinarily be 
no need of having them changed for 
at least two years.

Dark Days Yet for Armenia. 


The Rey. G. Fillian, a native Armen- 
ian and formerly pastor of the largest 
native Church in Armenia, spoke in one 
of the Methodist Churches in Toronto 
last Sunday morning. In the course of 
his address he refered to the Armenian 
massacres, and said:—‘'The end was 
not yet. Wounded and bleeding Ar- 
menia was destined to be the theatre of 
horrors beyond any that had gone be- 
fore.” In making this prophecy he was 
not speaking at random. The evidence 
was only too apparent to those who 
had watched the succession of events in 
that country. The Turks were waiting 
until the harvests that remained had 
been gathered, and then once more Ar- 
menia would be given over to bloodshed 
and rapine. 

The European powers would not in- 
tervene. There remained only one hope 
namely, an alliance of Britain and the 
United States. Many people believed 
this impossible. He did not. It was 
bound tocome. ‘These two powers, em- 
blematic of Christianity and freedom, 
would stay the hand of the Turkish ty- 
rant and give to Armenia that peace 
and security, that freedom of religious 
worship, that joy and happiness, so 
long denied her.

FLOORING MATERIALS. 


Artificial Much More Lastiug Than the 
Natural, 

The comparatively durability of dif- 
ferent flooring materials is set forth 
in an article in the Scientific Ameri- 
can based upon careful and accuratsa 
investigations. In these tests an or- 
dinary iron rubbing wheel was used, 
like that employed by stone workers 
for rubbing a smooth face on marble 
or sandstone, and the samples to be 
tested to blocks of sandstone, laid face 
downward on the rubber wheel, which 
revolved at the rate of 75 revolutions 


a minute, being suppued with sharp 
sand and water. The blocks to 
which the floorlngs were cement- 
ed were of equal weight, so that 


the rubbing was effected under nearly 
the same pressure in all cases. Curious- 
ly enough, the material which resist- 
ed best this severe trial was India rub- 
ber tiling, which after an hour's rub- 
bing lost only one sixty fourth of an 
inch of its thickness; and, next to this,

Skibo castle is some five miles west 
of Dornoch village, the capital of Suth- 
erlandshire. ‘The village was in olden 
times the cathedral city of Sutherland 
and Caithness and the castle was the 
residence of the bishops. A notable re- 
minder of the latter fact is the excel- 
lence of the gardens and orchard, 

The estate of Skibo castle is one of 
the best fishing and shooting districts 
of Sutherlandshire, consists of 28,000 
acres. One of thedMackays became the 
owner of Saibo, after the days of the 
bishops and subsequently it passed in- 
to the possession of G, Demster, Esq. 
Hospidale, a short distance to the 
west, is the nearest great house to 
Skibo castle. It is owned by the Gil- 
christ family, and there a large slab 
nine feet high, is said to commemorate 
the death in battle of the Danish chief 
Hospis. 

‘To the east of Skibo three miles, on 
the road running from Bonar Bridge, 
at the head of Dornoch Virth, to Dor- 
noch is Clashmore inn, the same dis- 
fance south of which lies Meikie Ferry, 
the station of that name on the rail- 
road which runs close to the south 
shore of the estuary, being the near- 
est one to Mr. Carnegie’a vew property, 
The castle is to the south of the main 
road and at the head of an arm of 
the firth. 

The nearest town of importance to 
Skibo is Vain, a little south of west of 
Dornoch, on the other side of the wa- 
ter Skibo is about fifty-three miles 
northeast of Cluny castle,

BIG EXPLORATION COMPANY. 


“Few people have any conception of 
the immense territory covered these 
gold bearing streams. The Yukon is 
only one of many rivers. It is only 
two hundred miles long, while the 
Lewes River, which is believed to be 
equally rich, is five or six hundred 
miles long, and there are numerous un- 
explored streams which will be devel- 
oped as rapidly as the facilities for 
reaching the country are furnished. 

The Canadian government, as well 
as English capitalists, is carefully con- 
sidering the opening up of the coun- 
try, and within a very short time some 
action will be taken, An English ex- 
ploration company, with a very large 
capitalization, will be formed to con- 
duct mining and possibly railroad op- 
erations. I cannot at present tell you 
who is back of it, but I presume that 
Lord Dufferin will be one of the chief 
men. He was formerly Goyernor Gen- 
eral of Canada and is well posted on 
the mining developments up to the 
present time. He is avery active man 
and whatever he takes hold of is sure 
to be carried through. 


PROBABLE RAILROAD ROUTES, 


* Now, in regard to the construction 
of a railroad you may rest assured that 
there will be one within a very short 
time. The only delay now is due to 
the choice of a route. Three or four 
are under consideration. ‘The most 
probable route is from Port Wrangle, 
on the Pacific Coast, to Stickine Riv- 
er, a region which is open to the Bri- 
tish as well as to the people of the 
United States under the Washington 
treaty. 

“ This river is navigable to Telegraph 
Cresk, the water being from four to 
five feet deep.

A despatch from St. Catharines says:

What tho Naturalista Tell Us About the 


Number of Species. 


‘Tho number of different kinds of planta | 
that are to be found on tho surface of the | 
globo has long been n disputed quostt:

$90 B.C, with Theophrastus, who enu- 
Proratoc 0 kinds of plants, Thisinay bo

Solomon had, thon, comparatively narrow 


limits, even though ho discoursed on all 
tho plants from tho cedar of Lebanon to 
tho hyssop on the wall, Pliny—A. D, 79 
—inoreased tho number to double that 


named by Theophrastus. 

In tho beginning of the seventeonth oon- 
tury tho number had tnereased to 6,000, 
Tho seoond edition of Linnmus’ great book 
{noluded no more than 8,800, Willdenow, 
up to 1807, had deteoted 17,457 species of 
flowering plants. From this period tho 
inerenso in tho number of known specica 
is yory rapid, asa result of the stimulus 
given to botany by Linnmus and his suc- 
cossors, 60 that, at tho beginning of tho 
present century Robert Brown had estl- 
inated tho flowering plants at 87,000 and 
Humboldt all plants, flowerlng and non- 
flowering, at 44,000, 

Progroseing still further in 1820 De 
Candolle ostiinated that at least 66,000 
were known. It was found that the num- 
bor of species presorved in the herbariuin 
at the Jardin des Plantes was estimated 
nt tho same figure, and that the collection 
of M, Delessert contained 86,000 speoles in 
1847, although Dr, Lindley had estimated 
in 1885 that all the plants in the world 
inight be included in that number.

OLD TIME BURIALS. 
When Now England Kam Waa Ever Prose 
ont at New England Yanerals. 
Americana awakened moro quickly than 
tho English people to tho follios of an bur- 


1721 Judgo Sewall noted tho first public 
funeral ‘without scarfs’' in Boston, In 
1741 tho provinolal court of Massachusetts 
enacted that ‘'no scarves or gloves, except 
six pair to the bearers and ono pair to each 
ininister of tho church or congrogation 
whero any docensed person belongs, no 
wine, rum or rings be allowed to be given 
of any funeral upon tho penalty of £50."' 
Tho law must have been 4 dead lettor, but 
it certainly had its influence in curtailing 
exponses, a8 yarious nowspaper notices 
show. Still, this century a New England 
funerit] was a pompous affair, and it must 
be confessed far from boing in all respects 
& gloomy affair. Hawthorne says: 

“Look back through all the social cus- 
toms of New England in tho first century 
of her oxistonce and road all her traits of 
character and find ono occasion other than 
a funeral feast whoero jollity was sano- 
tioned by universal practice.’’

Fireboats and Burning Vessels. 

Mr. Charles T. Hill contributes an arti- 
cle on ‘‘Floating Fire Engines’ to St. 
Nicholas. The article dosuribes New York's 
three fireboats. Mr. Hill says: 

These boats servo a double purpose, for 
they aro not only effective water throwing 
engines, but powerful tugs as well. When 
afire is discoyered on a ship lying among 
other yessels, a lino is fastened to her, and 
she js towed out into midstream, where 
sho cannot spread destruction about her. 
A few dashes from the powerful monitor 
nozzle soon put out any fire in the rigging 
and upper works. If the fire has spread to 
the hold or has eaten in among the cargo, 
she is towed down tothe mud flats near 
Liberty island or to the sand bars south 
of Governors island and beached. Then 
the big lengths of hose are passed aboard, 
large metal connections are fastened to the 
ends, and these are thrust into the hold or 
into any compartment where there is fire, 
and she is soon pumped full of water and 
the fire drowned out. If a boat like the 
New Yorker has charge of this work, it is 
quickly accomplished. 

This sayes the hull of tho vessel and less- 
ens the damage considerably, for the own- 
ers can have her pumped out afterward, 
and, the hull remaining intact, there is 
nothing but the burned interior to repair. 
If she were scuttled in midstream, the hull 
would interfere with nayigation, and it 
would cost a large amount to raise tho 
vessel, so it can be seen that these boats 
can render other seryicesthan that of ex- 
tinguishing fires. 

In fires on yessels loaded with cotton 
(they make ugly fires to handle) a lighter 


Lis usually brought alongside, and after 


the worst of tho fire has been subdued the 
bales are hoisted out one by one and oxtin- 
guished os they aro brought out. By this 
means part of the cargo is sayed, for only 
the surfaces of the bales are on fire, and 
thoy can be picked over and rebaled and 
sold again, while to fill the vessel full of 
water and drown out the fire would de- 
stroy the wholo cargo, and a cotton fire 
might burn for months if fought in any 
other way. 


The Discoverer of the Gladstone Collar.

The Amount of Fiour Consumed by the DIt- 
ferent Nations of the World, 

Reports recently received give some 

interesting data in regard to the bread

The largest loaves of bread baked 
Me the world are those of France and 
Italy. The “pipe” bread of Italy is 
baked in loaves two and three feet

| many cases even six feet. The bread 
| of Paris is distributed almost exolusive- 
!ly by women, who go to the various 
bake houses at 6.80 a,m., and spend 
about an hour polishing up the loaves. 
| After the loaver are thoroughly 
cleaned of dust and grit the “ bread 
| porter” proceeds on the round of her 
, customers. Those who live in apart- 
| ments or flats find their loaves lean- 
ing against the door, Restauranteurs 
and those newod street entrances to 
| their premises, find their supply of 
| the staff of life proppod up against 
the front door. The wages earned by 
these bread-carriers varies from acou- 
ple of shillings to half acrown aday, 
;and their day’s work is completed by 
ten o’clock in the morning. 

We are not apt to think of bread 
as an expensive article of food, and 
yet on bread a saving of 50 per cent. 
may be made by using the home made 
article instead of the baker’s ware. In 
other words it costs about twice as 
muoh to buy bread as it does to make 
it at home, and when one considers how 
much more healthful the latter article 
is it seems strange that so many fam- 
ilies are content to do without it. 


ABOUT THE CZAR. 


Some Characteristics of the Young Man Who 
Occuples the Throne of Russia. 

In Russia the impulse of a single will 
has tremendous weight in the scale 
of human destiny, The Czar is the 
richest and most autocratic and most 
powerful of sovereigns. There are four 
councils of administration—the Holy 
Synod, the Senate, the Council of the 
Empire, and the Committees of Minis- 
ters; but legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial power is centred in the emperor. 
Other sovereigns may reign without 
governing their realms, but his will 
is law for church and state. 

The present emperor ascended the 
throne three years ago, when he was 
in bis twenty-seventh year. He has 
married a German princess during the 
interval, been crowned at Moscow with 
all the solemnity of the ancient cere- 
monials and has made a series of state | 
visits to various capitals and courts. 

He has found a successor for Prince 
Lobanov in the person of Count Mou- 
ravieff, his father’s confidential ad- 
viser at the court of Denmark, and 
he has welcomed with splendid state- 
liness at Peterhof and St. Petersburg 
the German Emperor and the French 
President. This is a brief record of his 
few years of power, but it hardly suf- 
fices to reveal what manner of man 
the emperor really is. 

Those who have met and talked with 
him describe him as a man of singular 


| earnestness and seriousness. He speaks 


slowly and weighs his words. He has 
a thoughtful face and a reflective air, 
and has little of the impulsiveness of 
youth. ‘ 
When he desires to emphasize 
point he draws near to the listener, and 
with strong gesture and deepening 
tones of voice reveals his own interest 
in what he is saying. He is a sover- 
eign who is very much in earnest. 

ot only does he take aserious and 
almost solemn view of his vast respon- 
sibilities but he is a man of high cour- 
age and a genuine force of character, 

e is less of a recluse than his father, 
Alexander, III, who never was able to 
forget that his accession to the throne 
followed a dastardly Nihilist crime. 

He drives, rides and walks fearlessly 
about his summer palace, and seems 
to have no morbid dread of reyolution- 
ary plots. He listens gravely to what 
his ministers and advisers have tosay, 
but he has a will of his own, and acts 
upon his Apes not hastily, but 
firmly and resolutely. 

The tsar followed the recent custom 
of the House of Romanoff, and married 
a princess from one of the minor con- 
tinental courts, ‘lhe empress is Alex- 
andra Alix, a daughter of the Grand 
Duke of Hesse and a granddaughter 
of Queen Victoria. She is amiable and 
accomplished , but lacks his own! 
mother's strength of character. 

Alexander IIL. was strongly influ- 
enced by his wife and her Danish re- 
lations Nicholas II. respects his 
grandparents, the King and Queen of 
Denmark, but he does not share the 
responsibilities of government with his 
own or with his wife's relationd 

He is a self-reliant proud-spirited 
Romanoff, who has inherited the ag 
pirations of his ancestors and accept 
ed the traditions of his race, that a 
universal empire will ultimately be es 
tablished with St. Petersburg aos the 


capital, and with Constantinople and 
Jerusalem as subject cities.

the mother to keep up her own bodily 
strength, and also to endow the child 
with it, It is for this reason that the 
father and mother should not use up 
all their strength in work or worry 
,if they would give birth to children 
| with good organizations, 
| But nervous children once born, what 
jcan be done to repair the injury they 
have received. There are a few things 
which must be attended to. First and 
foremost is the question of nourish- 
ment. With good food adapted to the 
child, much can be done. Of course it 
| must not be overfed, but in this respe:t 
Wever, there is not much danger, for 
it often has a dainty appetite and will 
,not eat enough. Probably in our ig- 
,Morance the best food is good he 
i 
;could be had fresh from the animal. 
The goat is so healthy and hardy, and 
it rarely or never has consumption— 
has it only when very badly treated. 
If the child is old enough good bread 
should be added to the milk, and the 
addition of a little cream will not be 
;@ bad idea, but go carefully in this 
respect and never overdo the feeding. 
The value of the cream lies in its 
fat, and such children as we are con- 
sidering have to be managed carefully 
in regard to fatty foods. Only the 
most delicate and pleasant-to-the-taste 
fats should be used. If the teeth are 
developed they may eat moderately of 
nuts, which contain much fat, but it 
is better to give few of these at a 
time, and none if they are not fresh, 
or do not agree. The same may be 
said of fruits. Let them haye fruits 
of the best sort as freely-as they seem 
to be demanded. I have seen such 
wonderful results brought about by 
milk, bread and fruit, or its juices, 
With young children that I do not hes- 
itate to speak confidently. The juices 
of apples, grapes, etc., may be canned, 
and dried fruit stewed and sugar +dd-~ 
ed make a fluid almost equal to milk. 
Nervous Children and Cold Bathing— 
Nervous children will not pear very 
much cold bathing, they have not heat 
enough in their bodies to react against 
it. The sun bath suits them better, 
and enough sponging and friction 
keep them clean. The oil bath also is 
good and may be taken in connection 
with the sun bath. In giving the lat- 
ter do not let the sun shine on the 
head, but only on the trunk and limbs. 
Begin gradually and go carefully, as 
un bathing may be overdone. After

The new fiyer, Kaiser Wilhelm der | 
Grosse, which, by a complication of gen-, 
ders upon which the invertor of the 
German language himself could hardly 
have improved, is to be the “queen of 
the seas” until the still newer Oceanio 
robs “her” of this distinction, brings 
up, as each of her predecessors has done 
in her turn, the question whether there 
is any assignable limit to the advance 
on the’ Atiantio ferry.

NEED OF ENCOURAGEMENT, 


One day when i asked a bank cashier 
to discount one of Mr. Bresse’s nctes 
for 5:00, endorsed by Messrs. Cote & 
Cote, our brave banker who was as 
weak on French as on finance, repli- 
ed: ‘On ne discompte pas pour les cor- 
donniers.’ Would you believe it, but I 
myself was obliged to endorse Mr. 
Bresse’s notes in order to have them 
discounted for him. He wanted to de- 
vote himself to the industry and was 
considered almost as a robber. But at 
the same time rotten paper for certain 
wood merchants was discounted to the 
extent of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. Then what happened? The boot 
and shoe industry, owing to the work, 
energy and intejligence of those who 
had commenced it, und our banks made 
their shareholders, almost all of them 
Quebecers lose millions of money. We 
have heard talk of the losses sustained 
by our city through fires, but wrut are 
they compared to those caused by our 
banks? If all this money had been in- 
vested in industries, possibly some of 
it would still have been lost, but never 
a tenth of what has been swallowed up 
in the lumber trade.

A Granite Monument at Antietam Re- 
calls a Family History. 


Major Kingsbury had a daughter as 
ae as the son who fell at Antietam. 

@ daughter married Simon Bolivar 
Buckner of Kentucky sonie time before 
the war. When General Buckner decided 
to go with the Confederacy, the danger 
of confiscation of his wife’s interest in 
the Chicago estate confronted him. A 
family counoil resulted in the transfer of * 
Mrs. Buckner’s property to her brother. 
Colonel Kingsbury fell in battle with- 
out leaving a will to protect his sister's 
inheritance. When the wargllosed, the 
return of Mrs. Buckner’s interest in her 
father’s estate was asked for in behalf 
of her children. Mrs, Kingsbury de- 
clined to concede it. She claimed all 
that had been left in her husband’s 
name for her son and herself. Litiga- 
tion followed and dragged along for 
years. Major Kingsbury’s 40 acres were 
in the heart of Chicago when tho fire 
occurred. 

In the years immediately following 
the war Washington had few women 
more talked about than the beautiful 
widows, Mrs. Becky Jones and Mrs. 
Kingsbury, tho nieces of an ex-presi- 
dent of the United States. Mrs. Kings- 
bury became the wife of Gallatin Law- 
rence, son of one of the wealthiest 
mannfacturers in Rhode Island. Galla- 
tin Lawrence had chosen a diplomatic 
career. He was sent to Costa Rica as 
minister. When he camo back, society 
at the capital had a great sensation over 
the talk of a duel between Minister 
Lawrence and Captain von der Hass of 


‘the Belgian legation because of the cap- 


tain’s attentions to the beautiful Mrs. 
Lawrence. The Belgian sailed for Eu- 
rope, Sodid Mrs, Lawence. Gallatin 
Lawrence followed. There was a duel 
and then a divorce case. Von der Hass 
went to Egypt. Mrs. Lawrence went 
there too. Gallatin Lawrenco returned 
to the States. 

Tho son of Colonel Kingsbury was 
sent to Oxford. His inheritance was cut 
in two by a decision restoring to her 
heirs Mrs. Buckner's share in the 40 
acres. One day young Kingsbury came 
home from Oxford, bringing a college 
friend. Between the English student 
ond Mrs. Lawrence an attachment 
quickly developed. Mrs. Lawrence was 
twice the ago of her son’s chum. Sho 
married him and is, or was tho last that 
friends in this copntry learned, living 
with him abroad Kingsbury married a 
Levyantine, and he, too, isin a foreign 
country. The fortune acquired through 
the Chicago investment has been much 
reduced. Mrs, Becky Jones, after a long 
career in Washington, traveled exten 
sively and settled in Canada, whore sho 
is still living, by all accounts. This is 
the complicated sequel, briefly told, of 
the events which the granite monument 
aboye tho stone bridge at Antictam 
commemorates. —St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


tinguished ancestor placed in all the im- 
perial libraries and caused ten copies of 
them to be transcribed yearly. Still, only 
the one copy has been found in modern 
times. 

A page of the second decade of Livy, we 
are told, was discovered by a man of let- 
ters on a battledoor while he was amusing 
himself in the country. He rushed up to 
town, but ho was too Jate, for the battle- 
door maker ‘‘had used up all his parch- 
ment the week before.'’ Two manuscripts 
of Cicero on ‘Glory’ were presented to 
Petrarch, who lent them to an old precep- 
tor. This latter gentleman, being pressed 
by want, pawned them and died without 
reyealing the name of the pawnbroker. 
Two centuries afterward they were mon- 
tioned in a catalogue of books bequeathed 
to a conyent, but could not befound. It 
is supposed that Petrus Aleyonius, the 
physician to the institution, appropriated 
them, and having transposed some of the 
thoughts to his own writings destroyed 
the originals. 

The original Magna Charta of England, 
preserved in the Cottonian library, has 
certain mutilations, presumably from a 
pair of shears. It is said that Sir Richard 
Cotton, calling one day at his tailor’s, 
discovered that that man was holding in 
his hand, ready to cut up fora pattern, a 
copy of the great Magna Charta, with all 
its appendages and seals.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


Precipices In the Himalayns. 


There is one remarkable peculiarity of 
the series of Himalayan ranges between 
the vale of Kashmirand the central Asian 
watershed. They are one after another 
cut right across by ridges. The reason for 
this is that the rivers were there before 
the ranges were formed, and as, by the 
crinkling of the earth’s crust the ranges 
were raised, the rivers cut gorges through 
them and maintained their flow. 

Nanga Parbat is part of the true and 
principal Himalayan range, and its sum- 
mit rises to the stupendous altitude aboye 
sea loyel of 26,680 feet. Close to its faot, 
not more than ten miles in horizontal dis- 
tance from the peak, the Indus flows 
through a desert gorge, and here the height 
aboye sea level of the river bed is not 
much above 8,000 feet. 

It is easy to conceive from these figures 
on how yast a scale naturo’s architecture 
is here set up. I haye ‘neyer been down 
this part of the Indus gorge, but a friend 
of mine who was there told me that the 
path along the sido of the gorge is in places 
perilously narrow and carried across precl- 
pices of such appalling character that at 
ono point a servant of his who lost his 
footing fell a mile in yertical height and 
was, of course, smashed to atoms. 

One side of Nanga Parbat sinks to this 
gorge by a series of ridges and rayines— 
that is, tho Chilas side. Tho other two 
sides of tho mountain, for it is on a trian- 
gular base, are likewiso defined by long 
valleys, one of which is filled by the great 
Tarshing glacier.—North American Re- 
view.

MAKING WATCHS. 


A Business That Requires the Greatest 
Care and Accuracy. 

The field of practical application .of 
science from the correct calculation of 
the vibration of the hairspring to the 
demagnetization of the watch is so vast 
that it can hardly be comprehended by 
any one not of a mechanical turn of 
mind, From the first pocket time-piece 
made—called from its peculiar shape a 
Nuremberg egg—to the modern stem- 
Winding watch is such a development 
that one can scarcely reconcile the two 
as belonging to the same class of me- 
chanical work. 

A watch is" now composed of ninety- 
eight separate pieces and over two 
thousand operations are used in its 
manufacture. It takes just 308,000 of 
the small screws which are used by 
watchmukers to weigh one pound. The 
fourth jewel wheel serew is the next 
thing to being invisible, and to the 
naked eye it looks like dust. With a 
glass, however, it is seen to be a tiny 
Screw, with 260 threads to the inch, 
and with a very fine glass the threads 
may be seen quite clearly. hese min- 
tue screws are 4-1,000 of an inch in di- 
ameter, und the heads are double. ‘Che 
haimspring is a strip of steel about 9 
1-2 inches long. A 20-1,000th part of
